Los Angeles, Cal., August 13.— 
Temporarily crazed by a sudden im- 
pulse to slay, Norman Selby, the fa- 
mous “Kid” McCoy, veteran of prize 
ring engagements and matrimonial bat- 
tles, ran amuck here Wednesday and 
shot and killed Mrs. ‘Therese Mors, 
who recently had called “the Kid” her 
protector. 

Mrs. Mors, the former wife of Al- 
bert Mors,.a millionaire manufacturer 
of New York, was found dead in her 
apartment, where she was known as 
Mrs.-N.. Shields. 

The police. who are holding Selby, 
say he.admitted that he had killed 
Mrs, Mors, but added that he did not 
know why: He then went on a shoot- 
ing rampage, detectives say, and 
wounded another woman and two men 
while he was engaged in robbing six 
customers in an antique store owned 
by Mrs. Mors. 

The former. welterweight champion 
is held on a technical charge of gus- 
picion of murder. Later, according to 
the police, this charge will be. with- 
drawn and a formal warrant charg- 
ing him with murdering Mrs. Mors 
will be drawn up and presented in 
court. 

Seems In Trance. 
) Selby acts like a Mam in a trance, 
He seems fazed and bewildered. First 
he declares that he shot Mrs. Mors, 
and then he says he did not,

Had Sought to Interfere. 

Asked by police what Mr. and Mrs. 
Schapp had done to him, Selby declar- 
e that they had sought to interfere 
in his affairs with Mrs. Mors. The 
two, he declared, had tried to per- 
suade Mrs. Mors to have nothing to 
da with him. 

“T was her only real friend and 
all the rest of these people were try- 
ing to do her out of what little she 
had,” Selby said. 

While police were busy seeking to 
establish a plausible motive for the 
killing, the tings and the robbery, 
Mors, the dead woman’s husband, de- 
ciared that he was ready to give 
himself up in the event he should 
be suspected of any connection with 
the death of his former wife. 

“{ am not surprised at anything 
that has happened,” he said. “I am 
very sorry for her, though. Selby 
must have been crazy.” 

When the Mors divorce proceedings 
recently were heard here, Mors tes- 
tified that McCoy had been friendly 
with his wife. 

“IT hesitated to vemonstrate with 
him because of his known ability 
with his fists,” the husband said. 

Sullen and Defiant. 


McCoy was sullen and defiant 
when police arrested him. At ‘first he 
refused to answer any questions. 
Later he began telling several differ- 
ent stories, all relating to his affairs 
with Mrs. Mors, and how she had 
met her death.

At the time of Mrs. Mors’ divorce 
action, she frequently was in the 
company of Selby.

Mors went to his home in Hollv- 
wood after the decree was granted 
and his only conversation with his 
wife after that, was in the presence 


of Selby. Fiven before the decree was

Mors did not learn of his wife's 
death until Jate Wednesday, when his 
attorney visited him and informed 
him Mrs. Mors had been murdered, 
He had not seen her since she ob- 
tained the decree. Mors seemed great- 
ly affected by the killing. He went 
into seclusion with his attorney, and 
after seeing a few newspaper repre- 
sentatives, issued an order that no 
one else be permitted to see him. 

Wednesday night, Mors telephoned 
police. headquarters that he still was 
in conference with his attorney, that 
he understood a report had spread 
that he had a connection with his 
for r wife’s death and that the po- 
lice would find him at home. ~ Police 
officials said they would question him 
later to learn whether he could shed 
light_on the relations between Selby 
and Mrs. Mors. 


Disposes of Property. 

After Selby’s arrest, he was taken 
to the apartment in which Mrs. Mors 
had been killed. There he was shown 
a note found in the place, a portion 
of the note, apparently intended as 
the address, had the name “Norman 
Selbv.” 

The note read: 

“All my personal belongings zo to 
my mother at 611 Mesa drive.” 

This missive at first puzzled the 
police, but later they said it might 
have been written several days ago, 
at a time when Selby, it was said, 
had urged Mrs. Mors to make her will. 
Another theory was that-she wrote it 
after she and the fighter had magle a 
suicide agreement, and that following 
the writing of the note, McCoy had 
killed her. . 

No revolver was found in Mrs. 
Mors’ apartment, the police said. In- 
vestigation also disclosed, according 
to detectives. that the bullet which 
killed Mrs. Mors was of the same cal- 
ibre eas those used in McCoy's re- 
volver. 


McCOY ONCE WELTERWEIGHT 
CHAMPION OF THE WORLD. 


Los Angeles, August 13.—Kid Mc- 
Coy, in private life Norman Selby, 
who today became involved in the 
shooting of Mrs. Theresa Mors, at one 
time claimed the world’s middleweight 
boxing title. He has battled some of 
the most famous figures in ring his- 
tory, including James Corbett, Peter 
Maher, Joe Choynski, Tommy Ryan 
and other stars of 20 years ago. 

McCoy’s ring career began in 1891, 
when he won his first bout from Pete 
Jenkins, He continued his climb, and 
in 1898 defeated such well-known ring 
stars as Gus Ruhlin and Joe Goddard. 

The young fighter won his victory 
from Choynski in San Francisco if 
1899. The following year he toppled 
over both Maher and Choynski in east- 
ern bouts. He went to England in 
1901, where he defeated Dave Barry 
and other British fighters. The year 
before he had gone five rounds with 
Corbett in New York. 


Claims Championship. 


In 1897 MoCoy made a claim to the 
middleweight championship, but was 
never Officially recognized. Stanley 
Ketchel was later recognized as the 
rw se McCoy was welter- 
weight champion of the world from 
1896 to 1897. 

After winning the middleweight vic- 
tories McCcy started upon a series of 
travels, one of which led him to South 
Africa. The trip, the former boxer 
mated, netted him $50,000 in the

The four other marriages followed, 
the last being with Carmen Browder, 
a dancer known on the stage as “Dag- 
mar Dalgren.” Their romance ended 
in 1920, three days after the wedding. 

Almost Married Again. 

In 1922 McCecy almost. married a 
ninth time when Mrs. Jacqueline Mc- 
Dowell started from Baltimore to 
meet him in Los Angeles, but think- 
ing better of it, got off the train at 
Detroit and telegraphed him she was 


not coming any farther. 
McCoy's ring and matrimonial 


‘troubles were followed, in recent years, 


by numerous tilts with the law and 
brief periods of motion picture act- 
ing. 

He planned at one time to make 
a motion picture depicting his mar- 
ital career, but the project never ma- 
terialized.

In December, 1922, McCoy filed a 
petition in bankruptcy with debts of

pistol shots. He held them at bay for 
a time by firing at the floor, but later 
admitted them and explained that he 
did not know they were officers an:l 
thought they might be trying t»

On August 5, last, police were cal!- 
ed to the Hollywood home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Mors, where they found Mors 
and several friends engaged in heated 
argument with Mrs. Mors and Me- 
Coy. Mors exhibited a bruised face 
and asked the arrest of his wife on 
a charge of assault and battery. He 
also handed the police a small re- 
volver, saying that he was afraid Mrs. 
Mors would shoot him with it. Mc- 
Coy said that he had come to the 
house at Mrs. Mors’ request to pro- 
tect her from her husband. This af- 
‘fair also ended without an arrest. 

Two days later Mors was granted 
an interlocutory decree of divorce 
from his wife and it was announced 
that, by the terms of a property settl2- 
ment, Mrs. Mors would ‘epee gee 
antique shop and stock, vaiuead 
$900,000. Mrs. Mors and McCoy ad- 
mitted at this time, according to In- 
terviewers, that they planned to marry 
and that McCoy would “go into the 
antique business.”

French political leaders are in Lon- 
don conferring with M. Herriot, and 
the German delegation is of the opin- 
ion that these men have induced the 
French premier to stiffen up his pol- 
icy, as he seems more adamant in his 
contention that a year’s time must be 
left for the evacnation, than when he 
returned from Paris on Monday. 

During today’s conference, the 
French and Belgians ‘waived their 
claim to maintain their nationals on 
the German railways. Agreements 
also were reached on the amnesty 
question and on other minor matters. 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence this afternoon, M. Herriot said: 

“We are in the midst of negotia- 
tions which are progressing nor- 
mally and which will be continued 
tomorrow.” 


The Germans were not so calm in) 


their estimate of the negotiations, 
which Foreign Minister Stresemann 
regards ss being in a critical state. 

rime Minister MacDonald, of Eng- 
land, and the other conference lead- 
ers are standing ready to lend any 
assistance possible to the three ne- 
gotiating powers, or rather to the two 
contending powers, as the Belgians 
really are not a party to the bitter 
controversy. 

The Americans have let it be 
known that they are anxious to ren- 
der any possible assistance if the 
principals in the controversy desire 
outside intervention of any sort. 

French Want More Guarantees. 

Though both the Germans and the 
French said that the terms of the 
proposed commercial treaty were not 
discussed today, it was understood the 
French were holding out firmly for 
guarantees of liberal treatment. Any 
concessions the French may make in 
shortening the time for the evacua- 
tion of the Ruhr will undoubtedly be 
in exchange for assurances that Alsa- 
tian products will continue to be ad- 
mitted to Germany duty-free. 

The Germans declare that a delay 
in evacuation of the Ruhr might be 
fatal to German interests, as a change 
in the French government might 
bring in a party which would refuse 
complete evacuation. The French 
and Germans in their private confer- 
ences have agreed upon the provision 
of the report of the third committee, 
which provides for the arbitration of 
controversies which may arise over 
the quantities of goods to be delivered 
by the Germans.

Kingston, Ga., August 18,—(Spe- 
cial.) — Roberts, Schaeffer & - Co., 
of Chicago, have just completed here 
and turned over to the N., C. & St. 
I. railroad a modé@rn 250-ton coal- 
ing plant. 

The building is of reinforced con- 
crete and stands over two tracks, 
with a third track to one side, thus 
enabling three traing to coal at the 
same time. This is the second plant 
of its kind to be built in the estate, 
the other plant being located at Way- 


cross. 

The N., C. & St. Yu has also erect- 
ed a water tank and sand -house, 
which, with other improvements, has 
entailed an expenditure of nearly 
$200.000. ‘ 

With the modern methods em- 
ployed at this plant, two men will 
accomplish, in less time. the work 
formerly done by 12 to 15 men, and 
the waste will be practically elim- 
inated, thus paying for itself in a few 
years by saving of labor and waste.

Zupke Confesses

Benton Harbor, Mich., August 13. 
Florence McKinney, 19-year-old sweet- 
heart of Emil Zupke, confessed mur- 
derer of Cora May Raber, has con- 
fessed that she witnessed the killing 
of her rival for Zupke’s affections and 
helped hide the body, according to 
Sheriff George Brideman. Zupke and 
the girl occupied adjoining cells in 
the county jail today. 

Zupke, the sheriff said, broke down 
Tuesday night and confessed that he 
choked Miss Raber, his former sweet- 
heart, when she refused to release him 
from a promise to marry her. He 
told the sheriff that he lured her into 
Benton Harbor on a promise to marry 
her, but instead drove her into the 
country and choked her to death. 

About an hour after he had con- 
fessed, the sheriff atated, Miss Mce- 
Kinney came into his office and vol- 
untarily admitted that she was with 
Zupke when the crime was committed. 
She said that Zupke came to her 
house wtih Miss Raber in his car last 
Wednesday evening and that the three 
of them drove to the deso’ate spot 
where the slain woman's body was 
found last Sunday. 

Helped Hide Body. 

After Zupke bad choked Miss Raber 
for some time and it was discovered 
that she was dead, Miss McKinney 
said, she helped him hide the body. 

The murdered woman was soon to 
have become a mother. She blamed 
Zupke for her condi‘ior. 

Zupke, in his confession, said that 
after driving into the country he told 
Miss Raber he thought too mucl ol 
bis other sweetheart to marry her, — 

“She spoke up and said ‘if yeu dont 
marry me, do something to get me out 
of this,” the confession goes on. ‘J 
put my right arm underneath her chin 
and against her throat and held it 
there for some time.” 

The crime weighed heavily upon his 
‘vonscience, Zupke declared. and kept 
him awake nights. He felt an irre 
sistible urge to return to the spot 
where he had secreted the body, he 
said, and went last Sunday. When 
he saw mbén peering into the bushes 
he knew the body had been discovered. 
He had planned to marry Miss Me- 
Kinney the day the body was found, 
be said, but trouble with his. family 
prevented if.

50,000 Persons Drowned 
As Floods Sweep Over China 


Shanghai, China, August, st oe 
(By The Associated Press.) —Millions 
have been rendered homeless and at 
least 50,000 persons have _ been 
drowned in devastating floods which 
are sweeping in widespread areas in 
China, submerging tens of thousands 
of villages. ‘Thousands of refugees 
are pouring into Peking. It is impos- 
sible to get even an approximate es- 
timate of the fatalities but 50,000 is 
said to be a conservative estimate. 


Minister Schurman at Peking today 
reported to She state department that, 


according to figures obtained from the | 
China international relief commission, | 


$20,000,000, Mexican, will be needed 
for relief operations in connection 
with floods in China. 

The commission estimated’ that 
10,000,000 @hinese will be affected by 
the food shortage. ‘The minister re- 
ported the situation as “very serious,” 
adding that the spring crops had been 
destroyed over wide areas by rain. 
Water will remain over large areas 
for some months so that winter wheat 
cannot be planted.

On Sat- 
urday further floods were reported 
from Kwangsi and Sinkiang, but it 
was reported that the loss of life had 
been up until that time comparatively 
small.

New York, August 13.—Fifty years, 


ago there was a scandal in high so- 
ciety of New York. A pretty young 
girl of excellent parents was seen 
driving a spanking pair of ponies up 
Fifth avenue.

While the lower house plugged 
away through the weary hours of 
Wednesday night and Thursday morn- 
ing in an effort to move the mass of 
unfinished business which clogged the 
last hours of the 1924 legislature, the 
senate spent an easy and pleasant 
time.

This is an advanced discussion, Ordi- 
nary littie crops of puberty pimples 
are practically physiological and

Acne consists of a crop of pimples, 
commonly associated with comedones 
(blackheads) upon the face and some- 
times on the chest and back. Arti- 
ficial acne is often caused by the local 
irritation of oils in various occupa- 
'tions, and such acne appears upon the

‘faces but usually not on the face. Acne 
| may he caused by certain drugs taken 
internally, notably bromids and iodids 
(and these are common ingredient of 
various nostrums which credulous - 
(ple take).

And Cars Stop 
As Sparrow Dies 


Street cars stopped, residence lights 
went ont and the whirr of factory 
wheels droned into silence Wednesday 
—at the death of an English sparrow. 


S. E. Shore, load dispatcher for the 
Georgia Railway & Power company, 
is authority for the story, showing the 
unfortunate bird to office men and 
other employees of the Atlanta Plow 
Works, where the mishap occurred. 

Sparrow Meets End. 

Mr. Sparrow’s demise came when 
he tried to fly through the three-inch 
span between two horn gaps as he 
winged his way past the factory. 

Horn gaps are the two brass plates 
one sees sticking up on poles all over 
town. The plates are charged with 
electricity. The contact of the spar- 
row'’s wings with each plate completad 
the circuit. Thousands of volts of pow- 
er surged through his tiny body. One 
leg was burned off. His breast was 
as neatly drilled with a hole as if 
Cock Robin had turned on him in re- 
venge and reversed the jingle of the 
bow, and arrow. 

The Lights Went Out. 


This is what happened to the elec” 
trical system: 

The Central of Georgia power line 
was knocked out for three minutes, 
from 9:26 a. m. to 9:29 a.-m. The 
Morgan Falls line and the Marietta 
street car line went out for 11 muin- 
utes. The power line from south At- 
lanta to the Davis street plant; 
from Boulevard sub-station to the Da- 
vis street plant; the East Point pow- 
er line: the Cascade feeder was ‘‘cold” 
for half a minute; residence lights on 
Mariettta street; on the north side 
to Tenth street; on Lee street in West 
End: on Stewart avenue; in East 
Point, Hapeville and Lakewood sec- 
‘tions were out from between a haitf- 
minute to a minute. The entire At- 
lanta street railway system was out 
for two minutes. And the Atlanta 
Plow Works for about 10 minutes. 

Due to trouble on the high tension 
line between Cartersville and Ma- 
rietta there were two other interrtp- 
tions of lighting and street railway 
service Wednesday—from o'clock 
in the afternoon for three and one-ha'f 
minutes and from 5:14 o’clock for 15 

inutes. 

The nature of the trouble had not 
been discovered late at night. It was 
stated that crews of trouble men had 
left both the Cartersville and Marietta 
ends of the line in efforts to locate 


the trouble.

Boston, August 12.—Criticism of

“Should we not express our own 
sentiments on the subject and inform 
the patriotic citizens of our nation 
vf this crime against loyalty?’

PEACH GROWERS BEGIN 
AGHT IN RATE. ROW 


Macon, Ga., August 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A rate fight involving future 
shipments of Georgia peaches will be 
staged to a finish before the inter- 
state commerce commission in the 
United States district court room 
here September 30, it became known 
today. 

The trouble is said to have grown 
out of differences between the Central 


of Georgia railway and the Southern 


railway over the matter of transport- 
ing peaches to the eastern markets. 

For years the Southern railway 
handled the peaches from Atlanta 
to the east, the Central of Georgia 
handling the bulk of the crop to At- 
lanta. Then one-third of the. ship- 
ments went by way of the Atlantic 
Coast Line, and this year the Cen- 
tral, as the originating line, arranged 
to divide the business three ways, 
giving the Southern railway, the Aft- 
lantie Coast Line and the Seaboard 
equal shares in the movement from 
Atlanta eastward. 

The Southern railway sought to 
have the Georgia Peach Growers’ ex- 
change route the peaches, but the ex- 
change kept hands off, believing, it. is 
understood, that the responsibility of 
icing cars could be better fixed by 
holding the carriers fully responsi- 
ble for the delivery of the fruit. 

The Southern railway, it is under- 
stood, then delivered what is said to 
have been an ultimatum in the na- 
ture of a threat that it would handle 
all of the peaches or none, or words 
to that effect. 

The Southern forced the Central 
to issue a tariff effective August 4. 
cancelling all rates to eastern and 
Virginia points in connection with 
the Southern railway, due to the 
Southern’s withdrawal of: concur- 
rence in joint tariffs. : 

It was then that the Georgia Peach 
Growers’ exchange stepped in, that 
organization being the sufferer he- 
cause of the rate squabble, and peti- 
tioned the interstate commerce com- 
mission to suspend the Central of 
Georgia’s tariff, effective August 4. 
The petition of the exchange was 
granted temporarily until a hearing 
can be had. 

Copies of thee order of the inter- 
state commerce commission showing 
that the old rates shall be continued 
in effect until December 2,  regari- 
less of action of the earriers, have 
been received here, together with the 
announcement that the hearing vill 
be in charge of Examiner McGrath.

New York, August 13.—Earnings 
statements of several corporations 
covering the first half of the current 


year made their apearance in the 
financial district this morning. As 
in the case of most companies which 
have thus far issued ir reports, 
the net profits were below the same 
period last year. The National Sup- 
ply compauy, for the six months 
ended June 30, earned $4.12 a share, 
while earnings equal to $11.50 a share 
were recorded in the same period 
last year. Freeport, Texas, earned 
21 cents a share against 74 cents in 
the first half of 1923, and the Hayes 
Wheel re eg earned $1.75 a share 
against $3.92. : 

A committee has been organized 
for the purpose of protecting the 
7 per cent secured note holders of 
the Middle States Oil corporation.

Weekly Weather 
And Crop Review 


Washington, Augustl 3.—Crop and weath- 
er conditions in southern states during the 
week ended yesterday were summarized 
today by the department of agriculture as 
follows: 

There was considerable rainfall duriag 
the week in the northern portions of the 
cotton belt and showers were unevenly dis- 
tributed in the southeast; in the central 
and west gulf sections, including the south- 
ern portions of Arkansas and Oklahoma, 
only a few local areas received material 
rainfall and severe drought continued gen- 
erally. There was no marked change in 
the general condition of cotton in the 
eastern, central-northern and northwestern 
portions of the belt where progress was 
mostiy fair to very good, but the continued 
absence of rain intensified the need for 
moisture in other portions of the belt, 

Cotton made fair to very good growth 
where recent rains have falled in extreme 
western and northwestern Texas, but the 
crop generally deteriorated elsewhere, 
thongh the condition of the early-planted 
was still fair. There were increasing com- 
plaints of shedding, premature opening, and 
blooming at the top. Further deteriora- 
tion was reported also from northern 
Louisiana with plants smail and making 
little growth, 

Conditions were generally 
portions of Oklahoma aod Ark- 
apsas, but unfavorable in the southern 
where considerable shedding and prema- 
ture opening were reported, Growth varied 
considerably in. Mississippi and Alabaina, 
ranging from poor to ve good, depend- 
ing on local rainfall, but conditions were 
more favorable in Tennessee. 

Cotton did unusually well 
with only about normal shedding: blooms 
are very numerous fn the central and 
northern portions with bolls setting weil 
and early opening rapidly in the south, 
where picking and ginning made good prog- 
ress. The crop advanced very well in ¥lor- 
ida and fairly well in South Carolina. It 
showed improvement in Virginia and north- 
ern North Carolina with no material 
change in southern North Carolina. In the 
more western districts, conditions con- 
tinued favorable except for considerable 
shedding in Arizoma accompanying the nigh 
humidity. 

Showers were of a local character in 
the south Atlantic area and most crops 
now need moisture in many localities, al- 
though temperatures and sunshine were fa- 
vorable. In the central and weet gulf sec- 
tions, including the southern portions of 
Arkansas and Oklahoma, rainfall was very 
light and local. The showers were bene- 
ficial in localities where they occurred, 
but in general nearly all erops suffered 
severely from the drought and high tem- 
peratures with rather widespread deterio- 
ration repoted, 

Most late corn is in need of rain in the 
southeast. The crop deteriorated or made 
only poor progress in the wes* gulf sec- 
tions. It was too dry in most of the soyth 
for truck crops. The condition of tobacco 
varies greatly in the Ohio valley and At- 
lantio coast states with some fmprovement 
noted in North Carolina. ‘Tomatoes § are 
poor in New Jersey and poor to only fair 
in Maryland. 

Conditions by states follow: 

North Carolina—Generaliy favorable for 
most crops. Corn benefited where showers 
oceurred, bnt some needing rain, Some 
i provement to, cotton ip north: fruiting 
well in most upper sections and no wa- 
terial changy in seuth; some shedding, 

South Carolina—Droughty, except in 
spots, and all crops need rain. Condition 
em progress of cotton fair with some 
shedding; fruiting fairly well and bolis 
cpening rapidly in east and south. Firet 
bale ginned near A!lendale on eighth. 

Georgia—Drought still prevailing in over 
3 scattered counties. Growth and condi- 
tion of cotton very good to excellent with 
ouly abnormal amount of shedding in many 
ceutral and northern counties fields thick 
with blooms, and setting bolls well over 
south half of wstate, Cotton practiealiy 
safe; opening rapidly and picking and gin- 
ning making good progress. 

Fleorida—Growth and condition of cotton 
mostiy very good, except localiy where 
shedding badly; dry weather favorab.e for 
opening aud picking becoming general. 
Weevil activity increased locaily, but not 
yet serious.

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Are Now Planned 
For Atlanta M ilk 


New safeguards are to be thrown 
around the purity of milk sold in At- 
lanta under terms of an ordinance 
to be introduced in council Monday 
by Alderman W. B. Duvall, chair- 
man of the sanitary committee. 

Each bottle sold at retail must be 


pasteurized and labeled with the name 
of the dairyman and date of pasteur- 
ization, under requirements of the 
ordinance. 

Dr. Duval said that the city bac- 
teriologist had been instructed to sum- 
mon to the health department all 
dairymen whose milk showed an un- 
safe bacteria count in order to in 
struct them on the state and city Jaws 
concerning milk and advise on meth- 
ods of insuring its purity. 

Follows Disclosure. , 

The drive for better milk was 
launched by the alderman following 
disclosure by The Constitution two 
weeks 2go »that infant mortality in 
Atlanta had increased from 90 per 
1,000 in 1921 and 1922 to 116 per 
1,000 in 1923. 

The entire records of infant deaths 
in the city are to be submitted to 
the sanitary committee at the reg- 
ular meeting Friday to supply a basis 
for a plan of campaign to reduce 
the death rate. 

Dr. Duvall said that poor grade of 
milk for babies might be found fe- 
sponsible fo> at least part of the in- 
crease, which investigation showed 
was due largely to digestive ailments. 

Increases Bacteria. 

Atlanta dairies, on the whole, he 
said, are supplying good milk but 
much of it is permitted to stand in 
warg places for as long as two or 
three days before it is sold and con- 
sumed, This enables increase of bac- 
teria to a much higher figure than is 
shown in the tests made of fresh 
milk at the dairy. 

Dr. Duvall said that Atlanta now 
safeguards milk at its source, the 
dairy, more strictly than most other 
American cities and that milk deliv- 
ered directly from the dairies here is 
generally of standard purity and en- 
tirely safe. ‘The danger, he said, 
lies in old milk. 


State Safeguards. 

New safeguards for infant health 
are to be established by the state of 
Georgia under the honse bill adopt- 
“i by the senate Wednesday appro- 
priating $5.000 a year, to match $10,- 
000 .from the federal government, to 
be spent by the state board of health 
in jnstructing mothers. nurses and 
midwives in the proper _ feeding, 
clothing and general care of infants. 
The pill has gone to Governor Wal- 
ker for signature.
